Chester Bowles, OPA adminis- 
trator. in a telegram to Governor 
Ellis Arnall today pointed out 
that maximum price ceilings have 
already been imposed by _ the 
agency on all dairy feed, except 
hay and rye. 
Officials explained

Constitution’s 


Draft in 1945 


The new Georgia constitution 
will be ready for presentation to 
citizens of the state in 1945. That 
promise was made by Governor 
Arnall in an address last night be- 
fore the Georgia Engineering So- 
ciety, holding its second annual 
dinner. 

Also addressing the group was 
M, Hugh Comer, president of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association, Comer-Avondale Mills, 
Inc., and Boaz Mills, Inc. 

Governor Arnall told the engi- 
neers that he has three ambitions, 
one of which is for the state to 
adopt a modern, progressive con- 
stitution. 

READY BY 1945 

The document, which he prom- 
ised would be ready in 1945, will 
not include any measures which 
would retard business, he said. 
The constitution will welcome 
business to the state rather than 
tax and retard it, he declared. 

He listed as his second ambition 
to leave a debt-free Georgia, and 


| reported that the $36,000,000 debt 


existing when he took office one 
year ago has been decreased by 
a million dollars each month. 
“When I leave the office of gov- 
ernor I want the state paid out 
of debt, money in the bank and 
taxes reduced, 
declared. 

The chief executive also re- 
vealed that the 2l-man State Ag- 
ricultural and Industrial Commis- 
sion will begin functioning in a 
short time to provide for postwar 
developments in all activities in 
Georgia. 

COTTON IN THE WAR 

Comer spoke on the value of 
cotton to the war effort and pro- 
tested any movement to “tool-up” 
lend-lease countries. The speaker 
declared he did not oppose ship- 
ment of cotton goods to those 
countries, however. 

He pointed out the great part

Awakening Russia 

At the time of the Russian revolution it was conservatively 
estimated that 80 per cent of the population of that huge country 
was illiterate. Today, only a quarter century later, only 10 per 
cent of Russians under 50 years of age cannot read and write. 
Even including the older ones, above that age, the percentage of 
illiteracy has been reduced to 19. 

Under the Soviet regime more than nine billion books have 
been published in the various languages of the USSR. These 
have been printed in 100 different languages, all included in the 
Soviet peoples and of these 100 tongues 40 did not have even an 
alphabet until recent years. 

Newspapers in all of these 100 and more languages are pub- 
lished at the battle front for the benefit of the troops. The works 
of Shakespeare have been published in 17 Russian languages, 
Tolstoy in 57, Gorky in 65, Pushkin in 20. More than 50,000,000 
copies of Stalin’s book, “On the Great Patriotic War,” have been 
sold. 

These statistics are given here merely to demonstrate the rapid 
strides the Soviet is making in the great task of educating its 
people and making them fit to assume and maintain a leading 
part in world affairs. 

Furthermore, such a record of literacy offers partial explana- 
tion of why the Russian people are so heroically ready to die in 
defense of their land. Any country which thus benefits its people, 
lifting them out of the blindness of illiterate serfdom in a gener- 
ation, earns the complete love and loyalty of its people.

Practical Education 

The realistic foresight which characterizes the present Board 
of Regents of the University System of Georgia was never more 
clearly indicated than in its ready acceptance of Governor Ellis 
Arnall’s proposal of a program of comprehensive co-operation, with 
the state’s new planning commission. 

The new industrial and agricultural board, which will conduct 
an intensive investigation into Georgia's possibilities and resources 
with a view to the early development thereof, will stand in need 
of much assistance and advice from experts of the University 
System. But the University System, on the other hand, will 
profit greatly in the years to come from whatever economic 
befiefit accrues in this agricultural and industrial expansion. 

The fact that the nation’s oldest state university and other 
component institutions of the Georgia system are under the 
guidance and direction of a board which, unhampered by pedantry, 
can visualize the need for practical education and co-operate 
with the forces which can and will make of this a great state, 
augurs well for the future of us all.

Transoceanic Newspaper 
The first issue of the Transatlantic issue of The London Dgily 


Mail was published in New York under date of January 5. This 
marks a new and important departure in newspaper publication. 
It is the first time a great national newspaper in Britain is 
distributing to Americans an account of some of things its 
homeland readers have been reading, only two or three days 
previously. 

The mechanical story of the undertaking is a fascinating 
development of modern invention. The paper is set up in London 
and the pages there photographed on microfilm. The film flown 
across the Atlantic in bulk so small it easily goes in the pilot’s 
pocket. Arrived in New York the film is enlarged, re-photographed 
and then all remaining to be done is the printing. 

The experiment may well prove one of the most important 
of the period, in its possibilities for future development in drawing 
the peoples of the world more closely together in understanding. 
In the words of Lord Rothermere, publisher of The Daily Mail, 
it is definitely a pointer toward the exciting possibilities of 
barnessing together the airplane, the camera and the printing 
press. It may add tremendously to the power of the world press, 
and it could easily make forever impossible a repetition of that 
tragic control of the press which has been the most effective 
weapon in the Nazi armament for control of the people under 


their control.

Maintain the Plan 


Atlanta has been considered a model city for the rest of the 
country in regard to her handling of the war-imposed city trans- 
portation problem. The difficulties involved in the great increase 
in daily users of public conveyances on our, streets were overcome 
chiefly by operation of the “staggered hours” advocated and 
directed through the Chamber of Commerce. Under this plan 
different classifications of business and industry arranged hours 
of work for their employes in such manner the peak load on 
streetcars and buses would be spread over more hours, both 
morning and night. 

Now, with Atlanta due to go on the 48-hour week in two 
months, there is grave danger the staggered hours plan will be 
disrupted. Which would place such a burden on public trans- 
portation it might well create serious conditions. 

H. J, McDargh, chairman of the traffic safety committee of 
the chumber, states the staggered hour plan can be successfully 
comtinued under the 48-hour work week if employers will co- 
operate with his committee in any rearrangement of schedules 
which may be necessary. He suggests that such firms communi- 
cate witli? the engineering division of the committee in order that 
city-wide co-operation may produce the best planning for all.

There 
is no law of any kind that re- 
quires such coverage at the pres- 
ent but I did not feel as though 
any public carrier should use the 
highways of the public for busi- | 
ness without adequately protect- | 
ing the public. . 

In addition to that we immedi- 
ately proceeded with plans to es- 
tablish uniform rates and put all 
operators under the same rules 
and regulations as other vehicles 
operated under the Georgia Public 
Service Commission. |

operate dependable and reliable 
cab service.

Monkeys, Flies, and 
Dirty Hands and Faces 


There are so many drives? 

Brue enough. But this one is yours. It be- 
longs to you. It is the one drive which is en- 
tirely selfish in so far as the giver is con- 
cerned. When you give to this one you are giving to yourself 
yours, 

The campaign for the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
(not the hospital at Warm Springs, but the National Foundation) 
is entering the home stretch this week. The campaign closes Jan- 
uary 30. 

If you don’t give to this campaign, then you will be sorry next 
summer. 

It is summer when infantile paralysis is at its worst. Last year 
was a bad one. Atlanta had a”™number of cases but missed the 
epidemics other cities had. We had one a year or so before. 


Summer and early fall is the time you sweat about your kids. 
You worry, and properly so, about each cold or touch of fever. You 
shiver with dread if a child complains of a stiff or sore neck. 

Not only that, you worry about your own cold and your own 
sore back and throat. The sniffles give you that cold sensation of 
fear. e 

Every person who is literate enough to read knows the heavy 
dread of an infantile epidemic. It strikes as many grown-ups as 
children. It comes quickly and it may leave only partial paralysis, 
none or much, 

It is wrong to scare people? I mean to frighten if I can. Il 
mean it for the very good reason that it is something to worry 
about. I mean to frighten a contribution out of as many persons 
as I can to add to’the contributions of those who don’t have to be 
frightened but who give annually to this important cause.

RESEARCH This money is paid in largely for research. Enough 
of it, 50 per cent, remains in each county to care 


for those stricken in that county. The other half goes into research. 

If you care to think about it, it makes a great picture. 

In laboratories over this nation there are expert research men 
and women, financed by your contribution, working away at the 
many leads which have been discovered as to the cause of polio- 
melytis and the correction of its crippling paralysis. 

Don’t worry about the treatments. There are experiments in 
that field and progress is made. 

But the big job is to find the cause and then create an injection 
or a vaccination that can prevent it as we now prevent smallpox, 


diphtheria, typhoid and other diseases which once were scourges. 


That’s where your money goes. 

There is research on monkeys. Monkeys can, and do, have in- 
fantile.

But the real story is that day in and day out these men and 
women devoting their time to seeking Tor the cause of infantile 
paralysis. If they can just isolate that germ or virus they, can take 
the next step.

‘The Evil That Men Do 
Lives After Them’ 


I do not believe the late Neville Chamberlin 
was deliberately a betrayer of his country or of 
free nations everywhere. I do, however, believe 
that by his foolish fatuity, his blind inability to 
see what Nazism meant, by his policy of “appeasement,” he was 
responsible for much of the suffering the world has undergone 
since the days when he and his umbrella acted in the role of silly 
dupes for Hitler’s machinations. 

At best he sacrificed brave peoples—the Czechs and the Poles— 
to Hitler’s duplicity and made them pawns in the terrible inter- 
national tragedy. When they could, otherwise, have been strong 
partners in the fight for freedom, 

A fortunate group of us, on Wednesday last, heard Rabbi Stephen 
Wise, of New York, speak on Zionism, the great movement for estab- 
lishment of a national home for Jews in Palestine. And we learned, 
more fully than many of us knew before, of another instance of 
Chamberlinian appeasement which is scarcely less tragic than the 
brand produced at Bergesgarten and Munich. 

This was the appeasement of the Arab ruler, the Grand Mufti, 
which was perpetrated at the miscalled Jewish-Arab conference in 
London in 1939. Because of the threats of disorders in Palestine— 
which were actually promoted and staged through Nazi and Fascist 
subversive agencies—the Chamberlin government surrendered the 
rights and the hopes of the Jews in a “White Paper” which was 
nothing but an “appeasement” of a greedy blackmailer. That “White 
Paper” destroyed all the good in the famous Balfour Declaration 
and ruined the hopes of the Jews for the establishment of a real 


homeland in Palestine. 
Among the clauses in that “White 


CLOSED THE DOOR | | 

Paper” were some which prohibited 
Jews from purchasing land in large sections of Palestine; which 
limited the number of Jews who could enter Palestine after that 
date to 75,000, and which totally prohibited entry of Jews into the 
land after March, 1944. 

Now, as pointed out by Rabbi Wise, you just can’t have a home- 
land for any people when they are prohibited ‘from entering it. 

Rabbi Wise believes that Winston Churchill will undo the evil 
that was done under that “White Paper.” Churchill was not in the 
British cabinet when it was accepted, but he was in parliament 
and was one of its most forceful opponents. It was adopted by a 
narrow vote margin. 

Churchill was outspoken in his condemnation of the betrayal 
during the debate in parliament. 

Rabbi Wise thinks, however, that Churchill will be better able 
to undo the wrong if he has the moral support of this nation. There- 
fore he asks that all of us use whatever influence we have to get 
congress, or President Roosevelt, to express a hope that Palestine 
will really be given to the Jews. 


GOOD JOB As a matter of fact, the Jews have worked miracles 
in Palestine since the Balfour Declaration, the Brit- 
ish mandate and the backing of the Zionists started them back to 
their ancient homeland. -They have not only developed the land 
miraculously in agricultural productivity, but they have raised the 
standard of living for the Arabs who live there. It is not the Arab 
residents of Palestine who are antagonistic to the Jews. It is justa 
few greedy rulers, or men in positions of power, who have ac- 
cepted bribes from Germany to cause trouble, who have thought 
to line their own pockets with blackmail af either or both factions. 
Great universities, schools, hospitals and industries have been 
established by the Jews in Palestine. They have built schools for 
the Arabs too. They have conquered diseases that were fearful 
plagues on the Arab population in the old days and they have, 
literally, made what was an almost forgotten, desolate land bloom 
like a new Garden of Eden. | 
It is my firm conviction that, if the Jews are only permitted to 


_ have their ancient land for their gwn once again, they will again 


become a nation and a race which will bring to the world gifts of 
the spirit and of idealism which will be of inestimable. value. , 

You have only to remember the great men and the great ideals 
that the Jews have given the world to have faith that, once again 
establi8hed as a nation, they will give all men much more. Think 
of the ideals of universal brotherhood and of mutual helpfulness 
that came out of Jerusalem. Think of the prophets and the patri- 
archs,. of Abraham and of Isaiah, of the Apostles and of Jesus, 
himself a Jew, and you will realize in part the great contribution 
the Jews have made to mankind. 

Give them a chance, lift them out of the shadow of persecution 
by evil and intolerant men, and they will again provide inspiration 
in lives and in ideals for all mankind.

Unions Remain 

The unions undoubtedly would 
be preserved, however, in the 
shape of Mussolini’s state unions 
which were political subsidiaries 
of the Fascist party, and for the 
same purpose, to collect political 
taxes, in the formeof dues and 
assessments for the support of the 
party in power. It is important to 
note that President Roosevelt 
made no mention of unions and 
dodged the question whether the 
drafted civilians would be com- 
pelled to join against their will, 
as millions of workers under the 
voluntary system have been herd- 
ed into membership thus far. But 
the absence of any commitment 
on this point and the fact that the 
New Deal has participated in this 
compulsion in the past are strong 
evidence that compulsory mem- 
Fag will continue under the 
raft. 


President Roosevelt said noth- 
ing about the 5,000 strikes which 
have reduced production and con- 
struction for war since Pearl Har- 
bor, the man-wasting mock-work 
rules governing most war work, 
or the 40-hour week which com- 
pels employers to lay off workers 
who could reasonably do more 
and take on others, to keep their 
pay rolls within bounds. The rea- 
son why he avoided these subjects 
is that he is responsible for all 
these conditions himself, person- 
ally, and as a consequence of his 
personal frustration of every ef.- 
fort to enact laws which would 
rectify them. 


Waste in War 

Having imposed on the nation’s 
war effort an incalculable but 
certainly vast burden of waste in 
manpower, the President now 
proposes to punish the whole body 
of the people for his own obdu- 
racy and _. political ambition. 
George Spelvin, American, with a 
son or sons in Italy or the Pacific, 
fighting to protect their family 
home, could be called up by the 
neighborhood board in North 
Carolina and sent to work in 
Seattle, and Mrs. Spelvin, also an 
“able-bodied adult,” could be as- 
signed to a mill in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Roosevelt said, “It does not 
mean reduction in wages,” which 
is plainly untrue unless it is his 
intention that every person draft- 
ed for an “essential” job shall re- 
ceive not less than he received in 
his normal employment. But that 
would mean that some would get 
$10,000 or $15,000 a year for com- 
mon or semi-skilled labor and bad- 
ly done at that because of inex- 
perience; and that surely is not 
Mr. Roosevelt’s meaning. / 

This draft, taking the Presiden 
at his words, would abolish the 
most productive class of income- 
tax payers who for years have 
carried the greatest load and 
would literally wipe them out 
through forced sale of their homes 
and other possessions to pay 
taxes already due.

When it becomes’ apparent, 
through first-hand experience, 
that nothing is going to come of 
the dire predictions made by those 
who oppose repeal of the poll tax 
requirement, opinion should bé 
influenced in favor of making the 
waiver universal and permanent. 
When the thousands of soldiers 
return to the state, having had the 
privilege of voting without being 
required to pay for it, it seems 
likely that the weight of their 
opinion also will be strongly 
thrown in support of repeal of the 
poll tax requirement. Georgia's

News From Naziland 
Encouraging to Allies 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The most optimis- 
tic news about the war is coming, not from the 
battle fronts, but from inside Germany itself. 

As the powerful Russian army continues its 
onward march, the comment of official German spokesmen in Berlin 
is becoming pessimistic to a point that borders on the sensational. 

Ordinarily the Goebbels propaganda machine seeks to minimize 
the importance of every Axis setback. When the American in- 
vasion of North Africa was effect e Germans were told that 
it was a meaningless and futile Festure Likewise the British- 
American conquest of Sicily was played down as a development 
of no far-reaching importance. An initial attempt was also made 
to, write off the elimination of Italy from the war in similar fashion, 
though Hitler later found it convenient to attribute most of the 
German reverses in Russia to “Italian treachery.” 

Even the fall of the German defending force at Stalingrad was 
built up by the Goebbels machine as an act of great heroism de- 
signed to save the bulk of the Hitlerite army in Russia. 

The contrasting picture today, in the face of the present great 
Russian drive, is that all such pretenses have been thrown aside. 
Official commentaries in Berlin seem to be dealing with the cold 
realities of the situation in a manner divorced of the usual decep- 
tions employed in the past. They mark the gloomiest outpourings 
that have come from Germany since the war started. 


NAZIS ADMIT PERIL High-ranking members of the Ger- 
man military staff have been quoted 


as saying developments now, taking place on the eastern front are 
fraught with the gravest peril for Germany. No effort is seemingly 
made to play down great decisions now said to be in the making. 

Perhaps more startling of all, we now get such official words 
from Berlin as these: “In the east there is practically no more 
front. The situation is so confused that only headquarters knows 
the details of the operations and can direct them.” 

That statement has a strangely familiar ring to the utterance 
made by a highly-placed French officer just before the collapse of 
France in June, 1940, when he declared that “the front no longer 
exists.” It was his way of saying that further resistance had be- 
come virtually hopeless. 

If we accept at its face value the deep gloom now coming out 
of Berlin, the next few weeks should tell whether the German army 
is on the verge of collapse. General Marshall, the Army chief of 
staff, seemed to point to such a possibility in his recent stern repri- 
mand to labor against threatened strikes in the steel and railroad 
industries. 

A great Russian army, estimated at some 300 divisions, or ap- 
proximately 4,500,000 men, is now engaged in a relentless assault 
on German forces in the Ukraine. Already it has overrun the 
boundaries of prewar Poland and, according to the dispatches from 
Moscow, threatens to seal off upwards of 750,000 Germans. 

Doubt is expressed in military quarters that Hitler could survive 
a blow of that magnitude. He is already faced with an acute man- 
power shortage, due to the demands of the Italian campaign and the 
second front which is certain to be opened by the Allies within the 
next few months. 

There has not been enough evidence out of Russia yet of the 
wholesale capture of prisoners which might be the forerunner of 
German army disintegration, but the situation has these possibilities, 


MAY BE ONLY PROPAGANDA Until such evidence is 


forthcoming it would 
probably be foolhardy for us to place too much faith in the gloom- 
laden Nazi words. It might be that they are purposely designed 
to deceive us for reasons not altogether apparent at the moment. 
One object might be to persuade us to launch the second front pre 
maturely, before we are fully prepared. 

If the Germans could lead us into a trap of that kind and in- 
flict disaster on our inVading forces, the whole war effort would 
be set back for at least a year—perhaps longer. That would give 
Hitler nmruch needed time to repair his*position in Russia. 

Government officials, therefore, are warning that all of the 
gloomy news out of Germany be accepted with a note of caution. 
It might mean much or little. Safety requires that we not view 
the situation with overoptimism. 

But whatever the desperate language of the Berlin spokesmen 
means, we have reasons for knowing that it does reflect the pro- 
foundly depressed state of the Nazi mind ever the disasters that 
have been steadily crowding in on Germany for the past year. A 
year ago Hitler was stiH at Stalingrad, some 1,400 miles from Ber- 
lin. Today the Russians have closed the gap to a point where they 


-are only 600 miles from the German capital. 


And the past year has not only seen this defeat on the Russian 
front, but the collapse of Italy, the failure of the U-boat campaign, 
and the systematic destruction of German cities and vital war pro- 
duction centers. Whether it is all a trick or not, the Germans do 
have cause for gloom,

If parking on streets in 
congested areas is eliminated, the 
streets would, in effect, be wid- 
ened for speedier flow of traffic. 

“While the war is not over by 
a long shot, victory is sure enough 
to_warrant definite postwar blue- 
Plans for public and pri- 
vate construction must be ready 
for a start on actual work. 

“The plaza development is be- 
ginning to look like a definite post- 
war improvement. Because of its 
benefit to the downtown 
area we should swing our weight 
to see that the plaza is developed 
to provide the greatest utility and 
economic advantage.

Air Medal With Oak Leaf Cluster 
Presented to Mother of Atlanta Flyer 


Mrs. Sara Garmon, of 121 Lind- 
bergh drive, N. E., has received 
the Air Medal with Oak Leaf 
cluster awarded her son, Staff 


Sergeant Frank Garmon, missing 
in action over Europe since July. 

The medal, presented to Mrs. 
Garmon at ceremonies Wednesday 
night, was awarded for Sergeant 
Garmon’s participation in five 
combat missions over the conti- 
nent and for shooting down an 
enemy plane. 

A tall gunner on a Flying For- 
tress, Garmon and three other 
crew members were ordered to 
bail out over the North sea when 
their plane was so badly dam- 
aged that it was feared lost, but 
the pilot later righted the plane 
after an 11,000-foot drop and re- 


ported to his base that all four 
parachutes had opened. 

It is believed there is still an 
excellent chance the four men 
were rescued by the German res- 
cue service, as they were but 10 
miles from the shore, and are now 
prisoners in Holland. Definite re- 
ports are not available as the In- 
ternational Red Cross is not per- 
mitted in occupied countries. 

Previous to his last mission, 
Garmon was also awarded the 
Purple Heart. 

Garmon left North Fulton High 
school to enlist in December, 1940, 
ard spent a year in Newfound- 
land before war was declared. He 
later returned to this country and 
received his gunyer’s wings at 
Pyote, Texas, before going to 
England in April, 1943. 
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Jupiter Eclipse View 
Aided by Clear Sky 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—(4)— 
Clear skies this morning gave pro- 
fessional and amateur astronomers 
an excellent view of the eclipse 
of the planet Jupiter by the 
moon, an event that has not been 
visible“ from the eastern part of 
the United States for 48 years. 

The eclipse began at 8:01 a. m., 
eastern war time, and the planet 
reappeared at 9:03 a. m.
